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Old buildings face rehab, 
demolition by 1990 for safety 


tially hazardous buildings in an effort to protect the 
health and safety of the public. 

An inspection ordinance was presented in draft 
form for discussion only at the council meeting. 
It provides for a minimal annual inspection for R-1 
and R-2 zones, and a two-year inspection for R-3, 
R-P, C or M areas. 

Inspected each time they are sold or leased 
or at a maximum of once a year are R-1 and 
R-2 buildings. The plan is to inspect R-3 build¬ 
ings every other year even if the same persons dwell 
in the buildings. Units never sold would never be 
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Buildings constructed before 1933 in Sierra 
Madre face imperative reinforcement or demolition 
if they are built of unreinforced masonry (URM). 
The town, along with other California cities, must 
have its program for identification and the de¬ 
velopment of mitigating the program for these po¬ 
tentially hazardous buildings by Jan. 1, 1990, and 
to report the Findings to the Seismic Safety Com¬ 
mission in the state. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler at Tuesday eve¬ 
ning’s City Council meeting made the motion that 
in approximately two months, by January of 1989, 
Sierra Madre will have an action plan devised. 

According to State Senate Bill 547, termed 
Seismic Safety legislation, this program must 
be completed in one year, by Jan. 1, 1990. 
The bill, of course, points to earthquake prepared¬ 
ness. 

The Main Street program has already begun 
a Geo-based facilities resource file when volunteer 
Bill Fitch contacted every business owner in Sierra 
Madre to identify each owner and building within 
the project area. The file will be expanded to 
meet the requirements of the URM inventory. 

The commission estimates that there may be 
more than 60,000 reinforced masonry buildings 
constructed before 1933 which remain in use in 
California. The Legislature has declared the need 
to establish these programs of identifying poten¬

For those of you following the torturously 
slow progress of the now famous Mariposa 
parking lot.. there is news! 

City Administrator Jim McRea mailed RFP 
(request for proposal) letters inviting firms 
interested in doing the project engineering to 
submit a proposal prior to 4 p.m., Nov. 18. 
CRA/City Council elections are scheduled for 
Nov. 22. 

A conceptual layout design is pretty well 
established, only minor revisions or layout ad¬ 
justments are anticipated. That means we are 
looking at a construction date sometime in 
early February, 1989. 

Not so certain is what, if any, improve¬ 
ments will be made on the area between the

north edge of the parking lot and the rear of 
the buildings facing onto the parking lot. The 
area, called “the business interface parking 
area in the RFP,” runs from the west edge 
of the Renaissance Plaza to the west edge of 
Sierra Madre Jewlers building. 

Currently that area — owned by six dif¬ 
ferent property owners — is used for parking, 
receiving deliveries and trash storage bins. 

Complicating matters are the string of 
dead trees (Actually they are utility poles) across 
the rear property lines. Taking the electrical 
service underground will be costly. Some of 
those costs will have to be born by the pro¬ 
perty owners/tenants. 

The nature of the proposed improve¬ 
ments will be to screen the hideous trash bins 
and provide an attractive shopper/client access 
to the buildings, most of which currently have 
rear doors. 

The property involved is privately owned. 
Our CRA appears to be willing to participate 
in the improvements. Property owners and 

tenant interest has yet to be determined. 

Main Street is taking the point in making 
contact to find out what level of improve¬ 
ments are acceptable. Progress reports in the 
future.
